REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


The officers and members of the American Nuniismatic Association are 
v'ery happy indeed to be in Boston for our 1948 meeting. 

We last met here in 1921, just 27 years ago, and I am ®loiw in tl^ 
opinion that we should take advantage of your hospit^ity 2^°^® 

Of course 27 years is a short period of time to the old city of Boston, but to us 
in the Midwest that often represents the age of a lusty city. 

Boston is a city that, among other things, can boast of unexcelled 
matic history. To give you a few highlights: We in o^r 

ever mindful and grateful for the very important roles that a ^toma^ How- 
land Wood, performed. He was our General Secretary ^om 1904 to 1W7. He 
was one of the five members to whom the Deed to The Numismatist was 
conveyed gratis by a Canadian member, W. W. C. Wilson, its ^le owner at 
that time, and thereafter conveyed, also gratis, to the As^iation. But the 
pinnacle of Howland Wood’s fame was attained when he 

five original incorporators to whom the Congress of the United States in 1912 
granted us that tremendous honor and powerful instrument, a Federal Charter 
of Incorporation. His name is set forth in the Charter itself. 

The first coin sale in America was held in Boston in the year 1823. The 
most historically minded dealer and cataloger, W. E. Woodward, operated in 
Boston for many years and was quoted by the Chapmans many times. 

The great L. G. Parmalee collection of United States coins (finest at its 
time) was formed in Boston and sold in New York in 1890. 

Wm. T. Marvin, the famous numismatist, lived in Boston. For many 
years he was the editor of the renowned American Journal of Numismatics. 

In the Boston Medical Library is the famous collection of Medical Medals 
formed by Dr. H. R. Storer, father of the late Dr. Malcolm Storer. 

These are but a few of the many associations that make it especially 
felicitous for us to meet in Boston. It is a great treat for us to be here. The 
officers and members of the American Numismatic Association are most grate- 
ful to the Boston Numismatic Society for its enthusiastic and gracious efforts 
in our behalf. 


During the past year our Association has made substantial gains in its 
membership. 1,838 new members were admitted. 

Realizing that our membership is held together by our magazine. The 
Numismatist, the first objective of your officers was to see that it reached you 
on time. At the beginning of the year exigencies arose that made it necessary 
to change printers. With this objective in mind we entered into a contract with 
The McCormick-Armstrong Printing Company of Wichita, Kansas. Since last 
February we have been receiving our magazine on time, with its being mailed 
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in Wichita, Kansas, not later than the second of each month, and on some 
occasions the last day of the preceding month. 

These results have come about only through the fine team work of all con- 
Stuart Mosher, Editor; Burton Saxton, Business Manager; and Lewis 
M. Reagan, General Secretary, are deserving of our special praise and com- 
mendation. Without the untiring efforts of these men the job could not have 
been accomplished. 

In our Editor, Stuart Mosher, we have a man with a practical numismatic 
background. Aside from presenting the scientific aspects of numismatics in our 
magazine, he has given liberally of time and space to the elementary prob- 
lems that confront all beginners. Our magazine under his stewardship has 
reached a place unequalled in the numismatic field. 

Our Business Manager, Burton Saxton, is a numismatist in every sense of 
the word. In addition he is a highly qualified advertising consultant. The 
advertisements and the feature articles in The Numismatist, for attractiveness 
composition, printing, and authenticity, stand alone — far ahead of all other 
publications. The circulation of The Numismatist is now nearly 
10,000 each month, and by January 1, 1949, will be at least 11,000. This is an 
increase of 5,500 in the past two years. You can readily see why we have a 
very substantial increase in the cost of printing. 

Lewis M. Reagan, our General Secretary, is a man of exceptional ability. 
He is not only an ardent numismatist, but also a real administrator of our 
affairs. The Secretary’s office is in excellent shape. The records are complete 
and up-to-date. 

In accomplishing these tasks Mr. Reagan, alohg with Mr. Mosher and Mr. 
Saxton, often work after hours, yet they never complain. 

With these three fine men directing our magazine and Secretary’s office, 
we have individuals whose love of the Association and sense of responsibility 
are unsurpassed. 

Owing to the size of our Association, and its continued growth, the demands 
upon our staff are very heavy and increasing each month. It is up to us to see 
that all our administrators are adequately compensated. 

The Library is in fine shape and steadily growing. It is recognized as one 
of the most active of numismatic libraries, thanks to Ted Hammer. 

During this past year I have made Club visitations to the following cities- 
Wichita, Kansas; Bakersfield, California; Denver, Colorado; Brooklyn, New 
York; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Washington, D.C.; Omaha, Nebraska; Chi- 
cago, Illinois; St. Louis, Missouri; Baltimore, Maryland; Dayton, Ohio; Racine, 
Wisconsin; Centralia, Washington; Cedar Rapids, Iowa; and Dallas, Texas. 

These trips have been extremely satisfactory in accomplishing some of the 
fine purposes of the Association. 

At Washington, D.C., I called on Dr. Wetmore of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion who received me most graciously. He assured me that our exhibit was 
first on the agenda of the Institution — that a special appropriation had been 
requested and that the Institution would continue its work to see that adequate 
cases were provided for an attractive display of the A.N.A. collection. 

Lt. Mendel Peterson, late of the United States Navy, and now a member 
of the staff of the Smithsonian Institution, is present at the convention, and 
has brought with him a special exhibit of some recent developments in meth- 
ods of cleaning and preserving coins. I commend this exhibit to your attention. 
We will be pleased to have his report to be presented later in the convention. 

During the year a public relations department was established for the 
Association under the chairmanship of Ralph Mitchell. We now have numis- 
matic articles appearing in many magazines, newspapers, and periodicals 
throughout the country, with the by-line of the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation and The Numismatist. 

The Committee for the organization of new clubs under Ed. Fogler’s 
direction, has met with marked success. Real progress can be reported, in that 
31 new clubs were organized this past year. Along this line, my report would 
not be complete without an expression of thanks to the many coin dealers for 
their help and strong support, not only to the local clubs but to the State and 
National Associations as well. Their assistance has been extensive, and I am 
exceedingly grateful to each and every one of them. 
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It is good to report, too, that we have resumed contacts with our over- 
seas memoers, clubs and individuals. 

Good work has been done toward the formation of Junior Coin Clubs. 
Since this is a most important phase of our operations, we have appointed an 
Overall Junior Com Club Committee. The Chairman is Captain O. H. Dodson. 

The purpose of this committee is to function year in and year out in the 
formation, guidance, and development of Junior Coin Club Organizations, to 
help, advise, and direct Junior Coin Club Committees. 

In this program of fostering Junior Coin Clubs, an annual award of $100 
has been provided by two of our members — Abe Kosoff and Abner Kreisberg, 
of the Numismatic Gallery. It is to be known as the Annual Junior Coin Club 
Award. The rules governing this program appeared on page 87 of the Feb- 
ruary 194S Nutnisnuitist. 

I urge each of you to encourage this work wherever and whenever 
possible. 

National Coin Week again this year was a success. Thirty-eight clubs 
entered formal reports in the national competition. Six hundred fifty indi- 
vidual participants reported their activities to the committee. This is one of 
the finest opportunities we have to further the cause of numismatics. Charles 
M. Wormser and his Committee did a splendid job. I predict that in the not 
too distant future we shall have 25 thousand enthusiastic numismatists, all 
members of the A.N.A., participating in National Coin Week affairs. 

I recommend that hereafter all contestants for literary or National Coin 
Week Awards must be members of the American Numismatic Association. 

I recommend that a .silver medal be designed and struck for presentation 
to those members who have had 25 years of continuous membership in the 
A.N.A., a gold medal for presentation to members with 50 years membership. 
By the adoption of this program we shall have a great opportunity for much 
favorable and unlimited publicity. Jack Ogilvie of Hollywood, California, has 
done extensive research on the whereabouts of all members, starting with 
Number 1, and is responsibe for this idea. At the moment there are 7 mem- 
bers with 50 years service. I earnestly urge the adoption of this recommen- 
dation. 

It has long been the hope that we could establish a central office for the 
administration of the A.N.A. affairs. This accomplishment is well on the way 
to realization, with the Secretary and the Librarian, as well as the printer of 
The Numismatist, all living in Wichita, Kansas. Wichita is the exact center 
of the United States, has five major railroads and three important transconti- 
nental airlines; mail reaches both coasts in the same length of time. 

A reproduction of the first six volumes of The Numismatist will be avail- 
able to the membership, bound in book form the size of the early magazine. 
By this means you may complete your set of The Numismatist at a nominal 
figure. 

The booklet, “An Introduction to Coin Collecting,” was completed and 
published in The Numismatist, and is now available for beginners. This very 
important work fills a long-needed spot in our numismatic educational pro- 
gram. To Dick Yeoman and his committee, thanks for a good job well done! 

The Educational Committee, under the leadership of Vernon L. Brown, has 
made splendid progress. Plans are now under way so that starting with the 
1949 convention in San Francisco the business session will consume very little 
time, with practically the entire program earmarked for educational purposes. 

The work of the Slide Committee is completed. This has been a long and 
hard task. Slides and projectors are now available. Vernon Sheldon and Dr. 
Judd have done a magnificent piece of work and deserve our everlasting 
thanks. Long will their contribution be remembered, and as each year passes 
it will play a most important part in our numismatic educational program. 

The committee on a “Numismatic Text Book” has made real progress, as 
you will learn from its report. This year the committee’s task, under Prof. 
John S. Davenport, Chairman, was to ascertain and outline the material that 
should be included in such a work. We are now ready to proceed with the 
writing, and eventually the publication of a Numismatic Text Book. 

The establishing of a Numismatic Agency in Washington, D. C., is slowly 
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progressing. This is a hard nut to crack and eventually will take some effort 
from every member of our Association. 


You may have observed in the financial report that a considerable item of 
expense was for dies and medais. These medals were the Past President's 
Medal, The Medal of Merit, and The National Coin Week Medal. All were 
authorized by the Convention of last year. The Past President’s Medal, struck 
in gold, has been delivered to each living Past President. There is a sufficient 
supply of these medals on hand for many years in the future. 

The National Coin Week Medal struck in bronze was awarded this year to 
about 650 participants. 


The Medal of Merit, struck in silver, is especially distinctive. It was 
designed by Julius Windner, and the dies cut by Adam Pietz, the famous Amer- 
ican engraver and a long time member of the A.N.A. The Medal of Merit is 
awarded by the Association only to those of its members who have rendered 
outstanding service. Col. Joseph Moss, Martin F. Kortjohn, Max M. Schwartz 
J. Douglas Ferguson, Louis S. W^erner, and Julius W^indner, have received 
Merit Medals. This year the Executive Board has awarded the Medal of Merit 
to Damon G. Douglas, C. H. Ryan, M. Vernon Sheldon, Dr. J. Hewitt Judd and 
Lewis M. Reagan. We have a substantial supply of these medals on hand. 

This past year has been a momentous one with reference to the publishing 
of numismatic literature. To mention a few outstanding volumes: 

Confederate Treasury Notes by Philip H. Chase. 

European Crowns Since 1800 by John S. Davenport. 

United States Cents by Newcomb and Clapp. Published by the American 
Numismatic Society, New York. 


From Imperium to Auctoritas by Michael Grant, published by the Mac- 
millan Company, New York. 


Coins of the World; Nineteenth Century Issues by Wayte Raymond, New 
York. 


Dictionary of Numismatic Terms by Albert R. Frey. A reprint by Barnes 
and Noble Company, Fifth Avenue, New York. 

Numismatic literature is of great value, providing it is of a permanent 
nature. The contributions mentioned are of this character. Two very notable 
ones were printed in The Numismatist — Confederate Treamiry Notes by 
Philip H. Chase, and European Crowns Sitice 1800 by John S. Davenport. Both 
of these works were privately reprinted by the authors. It has indeed been a 
year rich in numismatic contributions. 

Another noteworthy event was the striking of the Benjamin Franklin 
half dollar. It is a coin of great historical interest, artistic beauty, and creative 
in design, a great honor to its designer, the late John R. Sinnock. 

At present coin collecting is in a very healthy state, much more so than 
during the war years. A great many of our newer members have graduated 
from the penny-board state and are turning their interests to the historical 
and educational aspects of numismatics. The breaking up of a dozen or more 
great important collections have been an added stimulant to those collectors 
who needed, and could afford to buy, the many rarities of our coinage. It is 
most fortunate that very few of the rarities went into the collections of 
museums, and thus to disappear from the coin market forever. 

I pay special tribute to one of our officers - George H. Blake, Treasurer. 
Our indebtedness to him is immeasurable, and our Association is most for- 
tunate in having a man of his caliber as Treasurer. He is Dean of Numis- 
rnatics in our country. He has been the watch dog and sentinel of our finances 
since 1923: precise, meticulous, efficient, and vigilant at all times. No praises 
or eloquent phrases could adequately express the superior and self-sacrificing 
manner in which he has always performed his arduous duties. He recently 
celebrated a noteworthy milestone in his most useful life when he reached his 
90th birthday. Mr. Blake is an example of what clean living, clear thinking, 
and enthusiastic devotion to engrossing interests will do for a person. All of us 
can benefit from Mr. Blake’s example and experiences. I express the eternal 
gratitude and appreciation of the Association, as well as my personal compli- 
ments, to our Treasurer, George H. Blake. 

The obligations and business problems of our Association, operating as a 
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corporation, have expanded in volume and complexity to such an extent that 
it is impossible to administer them by correspondence alone. 

It is imperative that Executive Board meetings be held during the year, in 
addition to the one at the annual convention, if we are to follow the principles 
of sound business management. Therefore we held three such meetings in 
1947-48. The Board’s help, advice, and constructive criticism was invaluable in 
the direction of the Association’s affairs. For the close attention and sound 
guidance provided by your Executive Board, it is fitting and proper that these 
very busy men, who have so graciously and liberally given of their time, be 
accorded the commendation and wholehearted support of every Association 
member. I thank each of them very, very much for their splendid worjc. I also 
extend my thanks to the Chairman and the member of the various committees 
for their efficient help and assistance. 

Lastly, I am, of course, gratified to report that the affairs of your Associ- 
ation are in good order.

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hast given us the opportunity of relaxing and making a study of outside 
hobbies over and beyond the work to which Thou hast called us. Bless 
this great convention and the numismatists gathered together so there 
may come to us great joy in this great city at a great convention, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen! 

The President invited General Chairman Henry Schuhmacher to introduce 
fi^J^^^S:uished guest, Mr. Fox, Auditor of the City of Boston, who delivered 
tne address of welcome. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen : A few years ago a resident of 
another state far removed from Massachusetts, who was paying a short 
visit in our city, found himself in a most embarrassing situation. He was 
apprehended by our local police department while committing a felony, 
and under the laws of our state he was tried in our Superior Court and 
was eventually sentenced to state prison. 

When he arrived at the institution the chief topic of interest that 
particular day was the scheduled killing of a murderer that evening. 
Now he listened to the discussion and all the conversation and there was 
one element in the picture he couldn’t seem to get any information on. 
Finally at supper that night he nudged his neighbor and asked, “What 
time does the hanging take place.” His neighbor looked at him with 
scorn and said, “In Massachusetts hanging is prohibited by law. In this 
state we kill them by elocution.” (Laughter) 

Please understand I am not here to kill you with elocution. I am 
here in a happy capacity to bring you the well wishes of the city. I am 
sorry George Curley couldn’t be here because as the Mayor’s son he is 
really the “tops” in extending official greetings. What is his loss is my 
gain. 

Now while Boston from the population point of view is the ninth 
city of the country, we who have lived here all our lives think it is “tops,” 
the No. 1 city as far as conventions go. Its climate, standard pattern of 
weather — its historical heritage of background, housing facilities, its 
recreational and sight-seeing accommodations really, I think, surpass 
those available in any other city in the country. 

We in Boston are really glad to see conventions meet here because I 
think they afford our visitors an opportunity to see that we Bostonians 
who, from a literary point of view, have been called “proper,” are really 
Americans “under the skin.”

Possibly my interest 
is more selfish and more material than yours but, nevertheless, I think 
we are brothers “under the skin” and have a common interest. So, in 
extending you the greetings of the city, I extend my well wishes that this 
57th anniversary and convention may be highly successful. (Applause)

AUDITOR’S REPORT 

To the President and Members of the American Numismatic Association: 

In compliance with your instructions, we have made an examination of 
the books of your General Secretary, Treasurer and Business Manager for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1948. We present herewith the following statements: 

Exhibit A — Balance Sheet as at June 30, 1948. 

Exhibit B — Comparative Statement of Income and Expenses — General 
Transactions, for the Fiscal Years ended June 30, 1948, and June 30, 
1947. 

Exhibit C — Comparative Statement of Income and Expenses — Numis- 
matist Transactions, for the Fiscal Years ended June 30, 1948, and 
June 30, 1947. 

Exhibit D — Statement of Transactions in the Life Membership Fund for 
the Fiscal Year ended June 30, 1948. 

An abstract of these statements is given below. 

These statements were prepared from the books together with supple- 
mentary information required in the course of our examination. Several bills 
of rather large amount were actually unpaid at the end of June but they were 
treated as though they had been paid and the cash balances were reduced 
accordingly. This procedure permitted us to include the proper amount of 
expenses in our statements. However, the bill for the printing of the July 
Numismatist is not included in accordance with the practice of past years. We 
have also continued to present comparative figures for the preceding year 
which was only of eleven months duration; because of the substantial loss of 
the current year, this comparison will become quite useful in assisting you in 
reducing the losses of future years. For instance, it may readily be seen that 
the substantial increase in printing costs is the chief reason for the loss for the 
year. Other important contributing expenses are the traveling expenses of the 
officers, the expenses of the president, and the cost of medals. Other expenses 
also rose with the inflationary tendency of the times whereas the only increase 
in income was a seventeen per cent rise in the nlimber of members paying dues. 

As in the past, the books maintained by your General Secretary, your 
Treasurer and your Business Manager were neatly and accurately kept. We 
were afforded their full cooperation in the course of our examination and 
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wish to extend our thanks to them for their courtesies in simplifying our 
examination.

REPORT OF THE BUSINESS MANAGER 

The financial report of the Business Manager is included in that of the 
Auditor. The following supplemental report was submitted: 

Supplemental Report of the Business Manager 

Those of you who were present at our Buffalo Convention last August 
may remember my supplemental report as Business Manager of The Numis- 
matist, under the title, “Twilight Zones of Classification.” In this I urged a 
return to a greatly simplified system of grading coins — a system that, over a 
long period of years, must have met all reasonable requirements of both deal- 
ers and collectors, if we may accept as clear evidence the advertisements and, 
more importantly, the sale catalogues of those whose place in the front ranks 
of dealers was undisputed. Some of the most important collections ever assem- 
bled in this country, and their later dispersal in auctions, refiected the con- 
servative but none the less adequate methods of grading then recognized. You 
will look in vain for claims of microscopic gradations with which we have 
become familiar in recent years. 

However, there are two or three other problems I would like to discuss, 
very briefly, and possibly to suggest acceptable solutions. One has to do with 
the use of the ever recurring “about.” I pointed out last year that its actual 
meaning is broader than is understood in its present indiscriminate use; that 
it is an approximation, and may signify either more or less; as it is used in 
price lists it always means less, of course — “about fine” can mean only less 
than fine — and the next lower grade is the familiar “very good.” 

My question is. Why describe a coin negatively? The expression “about 
fine” is, on the face of it, a confession that it is not fine; therefore, why bring 
in the term at all? Why not frankly class it as very good, and if in the opin- 
ion of the dealer it actually is a shade better, but not quite deserving the label 
of “fine,” rate it as very good, plus? He is then giving a positive description 
rather than a negative; the collector would naturally prefer to know what the 
condition is rather than what it is not. It is a clean cut description, and one 
which invites confidence. 

The ultimate inconsistency is found in the use of the term “about uncir- 
culated.” Strictly speaking, a coin is either uncirculated or it is not; there 
can be no middle ground. The territory of the uncirculated, while larger, is as 
exclusive as that of the proof; and neither should be invaded by approxima- 
tions. 

Our friends, the stamp collectors, use the term “mint” when they de- 
scribe an unused stamp as being in the same condition as when it left the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. This stamp may eventually pass through 
many hands over a period of years, but with perfect care and good fortune it 
may retain its right to be called a mint copy. 

I submit that we could with even greater propriety use the term “mint 
condition” when referring to coins which have never been in circulation, or 
which may have been briefly, but reveal no loss of brilliancy, or trace of abra- 
sion beyond that of normal shipping from the mint. The loose treatment of 
the term “uncirculated” would thus be avoided, and if the condition of the 
coin approached but did not quite reach its original perfection, it could be 
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described as extremely fine, plus — a positive rather than a negative classifica- 
tion, and entirely just. 

The practice of heading a column of prices with - for instance - “very 
good to fine” still persists, though to a somewhat less extent than last year. 
May I ag^in emphasize its inconsistency? The use of both terms is evidence 
of a recognized difference in quality; yet the same price is quoted for the 
lower gxade as for the better, with no hint to the collector as to which will 
be furnished. In what other line of business do we find a parallel case? Is 
there any valid reason why these coins should not be classified separately, 
advertised as such and priced accordingly? 

Then there is the wholly indefensible arrangement of heading price col- 
umns with a carry-over from one to the other — for example, “very good to 
fine,” “fine to very fine,” etc. In the instance quoted above we find two grades 
offered at the same price; not only does this last named arrangement repeat 
that inconsistency in each column, but in the duplication of terms from one 
column to the next, it adds another: that of different prices for the same 
grade! Such advertising is clearly unacceptable. 

I trust the suggestions I have made may appeal to our advertisers as prac- 
tical; that they will at least give them serious consideration, and, even beyond 
this, give them a sincere trial, for only in actual use, with the nature of its 
reception ascertained over a considerable period, can any satisfying appraisal 
be made. I am convinced, however, that the great majority of thoughtful col- 
lectors would welcome this experiment. 

To recapitulate: Discard, for all time, the modifying and inaccurate term 
of “about”; use positive rather than negative descriptions (fine plt^, instead of 
“almost very fine”); consider the term “mint” as a sensible substitute for un- 
circulated; adopt the seven major classifications of Good, Very Good, Fine, 
Very Fine, Extremely Fine, Mint, Proof. If and when occasion actually justi- 
fies, use the plus sign after each one except the last two. 

Even if other advantages were denied, it must be admitted the foregoing 
has the merit of simplicity and directness. Individual pieces of exceptional 
interest — historical, artistic, or that of rarity — deserve special notice of 
course; but this is not in conflict with the basic plan I have suggested. 

I should not omit a tribute to our advertisers for their fine spirit of coop- 
eration throughout the past twelve months. I have emphasized the vital neces- 
sity of team work, and their response as a group has been heart warming. In 
the matter of increased care in the preparation of copy, and of getting this copy 
in my hands on or before the published deadline, I may say the results have 
been better than in any like period during my six years connection with the 
magazine. It has been a pleasure and a privilege to work with them, and such 
commendation as they have seen fit to express has been sincerely appreciated.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR 

While there have been many discoveries, changes, and advances in numis- 
matics during the last sixty-one years, nothing has occurred to change the 
purpose and outlook of The Numismatist. This is not because of the lack of 
initiative, imagination, or foresight. It is only because no one has been able 
to discover a better editorial policy than that devised in 1888 by Dr. George F. 
Heath, founder of The Numsmatist. 

The wisdom and workability of this policy was again proved during the 
last year when our subscription list increased by twenty per cent, while many 
other highly advertised magazines lost subscribers and in some instances folded. 

We can claim a magazine circulation greater than any other numismatic 
publication. Our membership far outnumbers that of any other numismatic 
organization and we surpass in numbers any philatelic association, including 
the American Philatelic Society. 

A breakdown of the editorial space used in the last twelve issues of our 
magazine shows the following figures:

Foreign Paper Money, 21 pages 19 illustrations. 

Book Reviews, 19 pages, 49 books. 

Obituaries, 11 pages.

National Coin Week, 8 pages. 

The disparity between the space used for United States Numismatics and 
foreign is not so great when we realize that during the 20th century alone over 
150 countries have issued their own coins, and during the 19th century we find 
listed over 300 different coinages. 

The 38 pages devoted to ancient coins were well spent for in addition to 
several short articles they covered “The Beginnings of Coin Portraiture,” and 
“Hellenistic and Early Roman Coin Portraiture” by Professor Laurence Lee 
Howe of the History Department of the University of Kentucky. 

During the last year I inaugurated “The Token Collectors’ Page” and it 
has proved popular much beyond my expectations. It is planned as a perma- 
nent feature and several authorities have offered assistance. I believe that 
most coin collectors have a few tokens and it is a very easy matter to persuade 
them to take a genuine interest in this phase of numismatics. 

Again I must remind you whatever merit the last twelve issues of The 
Numismatist deserve, belongs largely to those faithful contributors who have 
shared their knowledge so liberally. I must also thank the officers of our Asso- 
ciation for their constant cooperation and valuable advice. To my devoted wife, 
Edith, I am again indebted for twelve months of continued encouragement, 
helpful criticism, and generous assistance.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN-CURATOR 

A condensed report of the Librarian-Curator was included in the mimeo- 
graphed reports distributed. It was moved and carried that it be accepted with 
thanks. The complete report is as follows: 

Loans totaled 646 for the year, with 1,635 books being shipped to about 525 
different members of the association. There were 64 donations, several of which 
included numerous items. 28 books were bound. 

From non-members, 796 queries were received and 90 per cent of these 
were disposed of with short answers on form letters. Eighty-four queries were 
received from members — this part of the librarian’s job requires more time 
than any other phase of the work with the exception of filling orders and re- 
ceiving the books back once more. 

The year’s highlight was the moving of the library from Marinette, Wis- 
consin to Wichita, where this office as well as that of the general secretary is 
now located. This move accounts in part for the decline in book circulation, 
although the figure still is far higher than when we took over the library. 
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Visitors during the year included members from Wisconsin (after the re- 
moval from that state), Nebraska, Oklahoma, Iowa and Pennsylvania. The 
facilities for writing are always available to visitors, whom we are happy to 
have - especially those doing research for articles for The Numismatist, 

The publishing of reprints of articles from The N umisiTiatist dropped off 
because of the increase in prices of such works, resulting from higher printing 
costs. An occasional reprint is planned, without the covers as formerly, when 
they can be sold at a nominal cost. 

Another innovation, in efforts to reduce expenses, was the setting up of a 
revolving fund, from which book purchases will be made. This fund will be 
built up entirely through the sale of duplicates, old issues of The Numismatist 
and other magazines. Hence, donations of such items will be welcomed more 
than ever. Where possible, we prefer to receive these by freight, to hold down 
shipping costs. Another advantage is that arrangements can be made to have 
the package picked up at the donor’s office or home. From such donations, we 
also will make swaps for other needed items. 

California led the states in the number of books borrowed with 265, Illinois 
was second with 194, New York was third with 178, Massachusetts was fourth 
with 118, Ohio fifth with 98 and Pennsylvania sixth with 89. Thirty-eight books 
were shipped to Canada, one to Mexico, one to Puerto Rico, two to China, two 
to South Africa and three to Hawaii. Some 20 loans were sent to Army Post 
OflBce addresses and we believe, from the length of time the books were out, 
were overseas. Only Alabama, Arkansas, New Hampshire, Vermont and Wyo- 
ming members borrowed no books.

Library purchases and expenditures are now made through the office of 
the General Secretary, with copies of bills filed with that office. A list of equip- 
ment, fixtures, etc., of the library is on file at the office of the Secretary — fur- 
ther details of the year’s activities made monthly to all officers likewise is on 
flle with the General Secretary. 

Like other officers, the librarian has been asked this year to “hold down’’ 
on his annual report and this has been condensed in every possible way. How- 
ever, due to the frequent publication of library notes in The Numismatist, too 
much material here would be mere duplication. Not listed in the foregoing re- 
port on donations are several hundred copies of magazines, most of them of 
The Numismatist by Mr. Reagan, Mr. Fogler, Mr. Eklund, Colonel Hamilton, 
Mr. McCormick-Goodhart, Mr. Blake, Mr. Popoff, Mr. Sanders, Mr. Moore, and 
Mr. Chrichton. Most of these donors declined to permit the librarian to pay 
the carrying charges of such donations, even though some cost $4 to $6. The 
board of governors has approved such expenditures by the librarian and it 
seems only fair that such costs should be paid by the recipient. On behalf of 
the entire membership, we extend thanks to all donors - such generosity down 
through the years has made the library possible. 

Not reported were the titles of books bound or rebound and we omitted the 
complete report on circulation by states, in order to conserve space in the pub- 
lished report. 

More books were borrowed the past year by women members. This may 
be due. to an increase in membership by women — but it always is a pleasure 
to serve them. Many include personal messages with their requests and such 
notes, from men also, we assure you, are pleasant to receive. We thank Presi- 
dent Loyd Gettys and other officers for their cooperation the past year, and 
those members who again and again have assisted us in many ways — the 
American Numismatic Society Librarian and other officers, Richard Yeoman, 
Lee Hewitt, Martin Kortjohn, Joseph Coffin, W. C. Sanders, Imre Molnar, John 
S. Davenport, Wayte Raymond, C. Shirley Leachman, Vernon Brown, Stuart 
Mosher, George Blake, Ralph Mitchell, Col. Joseph Moss, M. Vernon (and Mrs.) 
Sheldon, Burton H. Saxton, J. Douglas Ferguson, Charles Green, Abe Kosoff, 
B. Max Mehl, the American Library of Congress et al. We would like to thank 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis M. Reagan who not only provided office facilities for four 
months, but opened their home to us when we first reached Wichita. And 
we again acknowledge the wonderful help of Mrs. Hammer for her secretarial 
assistance, research and other aid (the secret of such help is to marry a coin 
collector). We have addressed queries to many specialists over the country and 
only once in all these years failed to receive a reply.

Therefore be it resolved that hereafter such awards be conferred only 
upon members of the American Numismatic Association. Adopted. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: We will call on Capt. Dodson for a report 
of the Numismatic Textbook Committee. 

CAPT. OSCAR DODSON: This committee was formed for the pur- 
pose of exploring the possibility of preparation and publication of a nu- 
mismatic textbook which might be used in colleges and universities. We 
have numerous publications now but most are highly specialized, but we ♦ 
do not have available a text which answers this purpose. I would like to 
read a tentative report of the committee and then explain briefly what 
additional plans we have for the future. I am reading for Mr. Daven- 
port. I am sorry he is not able to be with us. 

(The prepared report is not included here because of its tentative nature but it 
consisted of a detailed outline of the subject matter and arrangement of material 
proposed for the Numismatic Textbook. The final report of the Committee, when 
complete, will be published.) 

I would like to add briefly that in addition to the problems of getting 
the manuscript prepared, we have also explored on a tentative basis the 
problem of getting the text published. We want a thorough and com- 
plete work and yet we want something that will be at such a reasonable 
price that every junior collector throughout the country may afford to 
have it in his library. There are several possibilities. The book might be 
published, sponsored jointly by the ANA and the Rockefeller Foundation. 
Another possibility is the use of Federal funds through the Smithsonian 
Institution. Funds are allocated to Smithsonian for publication of works 
of this nature. Dr. Wetmore informs me that publishing it, using the 
facilities of the Government printing office, a textbook of 250 pages with 
20 pages of half-tone prints would cost around $1.80 per copy for 2800 
copies. I don’t believe we can duplicate that in any commercial con- 
nection. 

The committee will continue to push this project, attempting to have 
manuscript prepared and attempting to have the best possible publication 
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at the most reasonable cost. This is not something that can be completed 
in a few weeks or a few months. We want a textbook that will last for 
fifty years, and if we produce it, it is going to take a few years to have 
it prepared. Mr. Chairman, I move its adoption. 

This motion was seconded by Vice President Sheldon, and carried. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: Capt. Dodson, thank you very much for the 
fine work you have done on that report. I happen to know the name of 
the one committee member who did the greatest share of the work, and 
that happened to be the chap who just made the report. (Applause) In 
his report he has made chapters and subtitles for the entire book and he 
has done the research work as to the printing. Are there any remarks? 

COL. MOSS: I can’t help but emphasize the fact which, due to the 
modesty of Capt. Dodson, he has failed to emphasize, and that is that in 
order to relieve ANA of as much expense as possible he conceived the 
idea of contacting Rockefeller Foundation which, I understand, is about 
$1.25, and also contacting the Smithsonian Institution. Those are both 
original thoughts and we certainly appreciate it. I know I express the 
sentiments of everybody here for our eternal gratitude to Capt. Dodson. 
(Applause) 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: This finishes the first session and we will 
recess until 10 a.m. tomorrow morning. 

(Whereupon the Monday morning session adjourned at eleven-thirty.) 


TUESDAY, AUGUST 24, 1948 

The Convention was called to order at 10:00 a.m., President Gettys 
presiding.

Whereas there is a widely felt need for a single coin of the value of seven 
and a half cents to facilitate various transactions of this amount and 

Whereas the lack of such a coin is exerting an inflationary tendency by 
increasing such prices to the value of the next higher coin, the dime, therefore, 
Be it resolved that the American Numismatic Association favors the imme- 
diate coinage of a seven and a half cent denomination and authorizes and 
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directs its officers to take all necessary steps to urge and secure such action 
by the appropriate agencies of government. 

(There was a considerable amount of discussion on this resolution and it re- 
sulted in the observation that as the Association is a non-pecuniary organization 
and that the resolution is of a non-numismatic nature and not an appropriate mat- 
ter for official opinion or action by the convention. It was moved and carried that 
the Resolution be tabled.) 


RESOLUTION NO. 11 

Be it resolved that the American Numismatic Association in convention 
assembled do strongly recommend and urge the establishment by the United 
States Treasury Department of a Numismatic Agency administered by govern- 
ment authority and patterned after the present Philatelic agency of the 
Postal Department. Adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 12 

Whereas the time honored practice of striking special proof impressions of 
the coinage serves a useful purpose in making possible the preservation of 
perfect specimens of our national coinage for study by future generations and 

Whereas collectors have willingly defrayed the entire additional costs of 
such strikings by purchasing large numbers of such coins at adequate premi- 
ums, therefore, 

Be it resolved that the American Numismatic Association resp^tfully 
urge the responsible agencies of our government to resume the making and 
sale of proofs of our regular coinage and that our officers be authorized and 
directed to take such steps as they may determine upon to accomplish this 
purpose. Adopted. 

MR. DOUGLAS: Mr. President, that concludes our report for this 
morning. We will have two or three to present tomorrow. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: At this time we are going to go into “New 
Business.” At the beginning of the year there was a committee ap- 
pointed for the revision of a couple of by-laws. At this time I will call 
on Chairman Schwartz to present the matter. 

MR. MAX M. SCHWARTZ: The committee that is functioning at the 
present time, known as the “Committee on By-Laws,” is the same com- 
mittee that about two years ago presented your present by-laws. It has 
been happy in the meantime to find that during the last two years there 
had been found no particular necessity of revising any of the by-laws 
that had been prepared with so much care. However, the occasion has 
arisen now in the opinion of the committee and your Board of Gov- 
ernors, that several sections of your by-laws probably should be revised. 

At the outset I want to tell you that the method of amending the 
by-laws, as contained in Article VIII thereof. Section 5, provides that 
“These By-Laws may be amended or altered at a convention of the Asso- 
ciation by a two-thirds vote of the members present or represented by 
proxy and the approval by a majority of the Board of Governors.” 

The proposals for amendment. which we are submitting this morn- 
ing have the approval of your executive board, and they are as follows. 
Primarily they affect two points and it may be necessary to have several 
amendments to accomplish these points. Your by-laws at the present 
time set forth specifically the dues of various classes of membership. It 
has been found advisable that in lieu of having those specifications, that 
the Executive Board be given the authority from time to time to fix those 
dues. That is the primary point of necessity for amendment. 

The other point affects the method of acquiring a Librarian-Curator. 
In the past it has been our practice to elect a Librarian-Curator and the 
by-laws so provide. The thought has gained much weight it might be for 
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the best interests of the organization if in the future the power of ap- 
pointment reside in the Executive Board. I want to present for the 
committee the following amendments for action by you: 

That Article II, Section 5 of the by-laws, which now reads, “The dues 
of members shall be as follows: (a) Regular Members, $3.00 per year; 
(b) Associate Members, $1.00 per year; (c) Junior Members, $3.00 per 
year; (d) Life Members, $75.00, payment of which shall relieve such 
member from any further dues; (e) Honorary Members shall be relieved 
from the payment of any dues,” be amended to read as follows: “Article 
II, Section 5, subdivision (a) The dues of regular members, associate 
members, junior members and life members shall be fixed by the Exec- 
utive Board; subdivision (b) honorary members shall be relieved from 
the payment of any dues.” 

That is the amendment submitted by the Committee for approval 
by the Board of your action. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: You have heard the Chairman of the By- 
Laws Committee on the proposed new amendment. Is there any dis- 
cussion — which there should be — including a few explanations. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: I move the enactment of that amendment. 

MR. KOSOFF : I second the motion. This seems to be an amendment 
for increase of dues. Like any other organization you have got to have 
sufficient income to take care of operating expenses. The Auditing Com- 
mittee’s report indicated a considerable loss as compared to previous 
years. I think the Board should be given the power to increase dues 
sufficiently to take care of expenditures. 

[At this point First Vice President Sheldon assumed the chair.] 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: Your Executive Board has given long and 
careful consideration to this problem which confronts us here today. It 
was discussed thoroughly in a meeting last fall. It was discussed, revised 
again at a meeting this past May. A very lengthy time was spent on the 
problem here in this convention and these proposals by the By-Laws 
Committee have not only received the unanimous approval of the Board 
of Governors, but the unanimous approval of the entire Executive Board 
as well. We have an obligation to 8,700 members and subscribers who 
are not present at this meeting, practically all of whom are interested in 
only one thing, and that is to finance an up-to-date numismatic journal. 
For us to give them that kind of magazine now costs a lot of money. 

I have prepared a letter to be printed in the October Numismatist 
that attempts to explain the situation in which we now find ourselves. 
Assuming this group approves the action of your Executive Board, here 
is how the letter will read. I would like to have your suggestions and 
criticisms and any additional ideas you might have that should be put in 
this document. Before I start to read the letter I will give you some his- 
tory. With our former printer when we got to the point it was necessary 
to have around 7,500 copies of The Numismatist mailed, that printer 
reached the point of saturation. In other words, he could hardly get out 
the job. It was almost too many. When we reached around 8,000, it 
amounted to too much of a job, so just at the period when we were noti- 
fying Mr. Stowell that it was necessary to get a new printer, he was 
notifying us to the effect that we had to get one, so everything was fixed 
as far as the printer was concerned without any ill feelings, because Mr. 
Stowell had printed the magazine for some forty years.

We entered into this new contract and our printing job this past 
year, you will note on the financial report, amounted to about $29,000 
plus as against $19,000 plus last year, and the other new printer — he 
only had the job for six months — and this next year it is estimated the 
printing cost for the magazine will be some $35,000. In other words, we 
are in the position now of paying a reasonable price for The Numismatist 
where heretofore we did not pay the going rate and the former printer 
contributed the surplus we now enjoy. Here is the proposed letter. 

[President Getty s read the letter. It appears elsewhere in this issue of The 
Numismatist .] 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: That is the proposed letter, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, to appear in the October issue. Do you have any suggestions? 

MR. LEWIS of New York: I am sure that everyone will accept that 
letter, but I rise for a question. The amendment concerns the new ar- 
rangement of establishing the annual dues. I wonder why the amend- 
ment reads that, “the Executive Board shall be authorized to establish 
the amount of the dues.” Your letter assumes that today we approve the 
$5 dues which I am sure we would all approve. I don’t believe the people 
at large would receive so warmly the new amendment if it were to give 
the Executive Board the power to change the dues at their own will. Of 
course we would assume they would give considerable discussion to it. I 
would rather see us approve any dues here today which the Board might 
recommend. Is there any likely emergency which hasn’t occurred in the 
last twenty-four years whereby the Board, more conveniently assembled, 
might deem it advisable to increase the dues of the various memberships 
in the American Numismatic Association? 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you, Mr. Lewis. The Chair 
recognizes your point. 

COL. MOSS: There is a great deal of merit to what has been said by 
the previous speaker, Mr. Lewis. I happen to be a member of the Board 
of Governors and I was also a member of the committee which drafted 
our present by-laws. At that time there was a division of opinion among 
the members of the committee that the dues should be determined by the 
Executive Board. In every organization I have belonged to — and I ven- 
ture to say you will think over the organizations that you belong to-- 
the dues are determined by the governing body; that is, by the executive 
board or the trustees. It has been that way, I believe, in the American 
Legion and I know in the American Bar Association and Philadelphia 
Bar Association, and every organization I have belonged to. I think I 
have examined the by-laws of about thirty-five of them. 

However, heretofore it had been the procedure that the members 
determine the amount, but that is very unsatisfactory. After all is said 
and done, the elective officers should have and do have a better knowl- 
edge because it is transpiring all along they are getting monthly reports 
as to the financial situation of the organization. Now if w’e were to sit 
down here and try to determine the amount of the dues, we might engage 
in a lengthy discussion and it would be necessary to go over an account- 
ant’s report back and forwards and so on. As a matter of fact, last Sat- 
urday when we had a preliminary meeting of the Executive Board all 
were not in unison as to what the dues ought to be. There seems to be a 
feeling it ought to be $5, and Mr. Lewis thought $5 a figure not objected 
to by most of the members. As a matter of fact, one particular gentle- 
man on the Board thought it ought to be a little bit less than that. As 
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a matter of fact, no definite amount has been determined by the Board. 
It has been discussed. The new Executive Board will determine that and 
should determine that after the results of the election are known. 

The present method of stating in the body of the By-Laws is abso- 
lutely antiquated and obsolete and uneconomic from any standpoint. 
That responsibility should be taken and assumed, not by the entire mem- 
bership, because we can’t hope to have a full representation. We get less 
than half the proxies sent in, and that responsibility should be placed 
where 90 per cent of the organizations do — upon your Executive Board 
and your elected officers. They should be held fully responsible therefor 
and that burden and responsibility should not be transferred at an annual 
meeting such as this, upon the men that come from all parts of the coun- 
try. They should have the manhood and courage to assume it because 
they have the data. Theirs is the responsibility and they cannot dodge 
it and should not be in a position to say, ‘‘Well the members did it, etc.” 

For those reasons which we have carefully considered for almost a 
year, I, personally, and the Executive Board and practically everyone 
with whom I discussed the matter, think it should be in conformity with 
almost all the democratic organizations in this country. 

MR. MASON of Toronto: As a life member of the ANA I can ap- 
proach this subject with an open mind. Any increase in dues would not 
affect me so I am not speaking from a monetary viewpoint. This question 
has been considered by the Board of Governors for a year. I take the 
opposite opinion of what the previous speakers have mentioned because I 
believe myself that the decision of membership dues should rest with the 
membership. We are not selling a subscription to a magazine. I per- 
sonally think the members should have the final decision as to dues. A 
few organizations I belong to have in their constitution and by-laws what 
the dues should be. No reasonable member would decide that he wasn’t 
going to pay such a membership fee if that would ruin the organization, 
but since this subject has been under discussion for more than a year, I 
personally feel it should be the final responsibility of the members them- 
selves to decide what the membership fee is to be. I would like to get it 
on the record to have it decided one way or another. 

I want to make an amendment that the membership fee be $5, leav- 
ing the rest as it stands at the moment. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you, Mr. Mason. 

MR. BOSTON of Philadelphia: I second the motion. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: We are open for discussion on the 
question. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: There are several other classes of membership 
besides regular members. Your amendment would have to take in junior 
and associate. For my own part, I feel the amendment has this objection 
in that you do not say when such increase should go into effect. On the 
other hand, if you permitted the original amendment to be carried, that 
would be left within the province and discretion of the Executive Board. 

I think possibly yours needs a little bit more rounding out. 

MR. MAX MEHL: May I make a suggestion? 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: You are confined to a discussion of 
the amendment. 
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MR. MEHL: That dues be raised to $5 only. See if I am out of order. 
If I understand Dr. Lewis’s remarks, all he suggested was that it be left 
to the Executive Board to suggest what the dues should be only to be 
brought before the meeting and the meeting vote on it. Therefore, mem- 
bership would accept the decision of the Executive Board. 

DR. LEWIS: The only reason I stood was to ask a question and that 
question hasn’t been answered. I asked if some emergency might arise 
in the near future which would deem it more advisable to have a small 
group of men, that could easily gather, pass on an increase in dues. I 
have complete faith in the Board of Governors and I am sure their act 
would be the act of the people. I am simply raising the question as to 
whether the 9,000 members who receive the bill for the year might not 
more easily accept a 5-dollar-dues rate if it were said, as the letter itself 
said, we voted it would be $5. If it said, “We voted here today it would 
be $5,” we haven’t done it directly. I bring it up, at the same time not at 
all objecting to what Col. Moss says here, because it is true in my church 
that they hold expenditures for the coming year is more or less stated by 
the board of trustees, but then it is presented to the people for accept- 
ance. I have no objection to the amendment proposed by Max. I brought 
it up as a question. I still do not see any logical reason where an emer- 
gency should arise where the Executive Board would pass on an increase 
in dues. 

COL. MOSS: The emergency could very readily be this: The mem- 
bers meet in convention annually, once a year. It may very well be — 
and I hope it will not be — that when the dues are increased from $3.00 
to $5.00, they may find they made a mistake. The members assembled 
here can make that mistake. The Executive Board is not infallible. How- 
ever, if the Executive Board makes it, they can immediately get together 
by ’phone or by letter and change it. We can’t do it if it is passed on at 
an annual convention. 

MR. LESSIN: I am in favor of paying $5 a year, at any rate for 
the present year, whichever way it is set by the membership or the 
Executive Board. It seems to me, though, that we perhaps might be 
better off allowing the Board to set the dues because we have grown con- 
siderably from what the Association was many years ago and they could 
very easily meet and vote. The tendency has been to carry over the de- 
sire of members to vote on every issue, particularly dues. I think we 
have found in our experience today in many organizations that the dues 
are set by the governing body to allow the organizations to set the dues 
and to leave other classifications to the governing board, as has been 
pointed out by Mr. Schwartz. I would be inclined to go overboard and let 
the entire matter rest in the hands of the Executive Board, as indicated 
in the resolution without the amendment. 

SECRETARY REAGAN: I also am a life member and am not per- 
sonally concerned with the amendment of dues, but I have a direct con- 
tact with each member of the Association at least once a year and I am 
personally acquainted with a great number of the members of this Asso- 
ciation. We don’t actually have present out of the 8,500 members a very 
representative assemblage of the entire membership. A great majority 
of the members of ANA are interested solely in the magazine and are 
not particularly concerned with our other activities. The fact that out of 
8,500 members less than 400 are present, and of those who are not pres- 
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ent 1,400 and some odd are repiesented by proxy, and of those 1,400 
represented by proxy 1,100 of them are represented by proxy by mem- 
bers of the Executive Board, it would appear that most of the member- 
ship who are concerned at all are willing to leave the matter to the judg- 
ment of members of the Executive Board. I am not in favor of the 
amendment. 

MR. MASON: In view of Secretary Reagan’s remarks, I will with- 
draw my motion. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: Will the seconder of Mr. Mason’s 
motion withdraw his second ? 

MR. BOSTON: I will withdraw it. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: We are open for discussion on the 
original Resolution. 

A MEMBER: The advertising rates have been raised. It is true they 
have been raised, but also the number of subscribers has been increased. 
If subscriptions to the magazine have doubled and advertising rates 
haven’t doubled, the advertiser is paying dollar for dollar the same as he 
paid before. The very fact that many advertisers see fit to use three or 
four pages show that advertising rates are extremely low. I think the 
advertising rates for our magazine should be increased inasmuch as the 
cost of the magazine — * at least half of it — must be the cost of printing 
advertising. Half of the magazine is advertising and, therefore, it should 
carry a greater part of the burden. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: Since 1945 our rates have gone from $27.00 
to $37.50. In spite of that increase our income has remained from $17,000 
to $20,000 per year. Every time we have an increase in advertising rates 
they take less space. 

A MEMBER: Then we save money if they do. 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: We don’t save enough. Half of the maga- 
zine is not taken up with advertising. Fifty pages or less this past year 
is the average and our magazine is from 112 to 128 pages. When we get 
20,000 subscriptions we are in a position to have a cost analysis, but at 
the moment you can’t pile any more on the advertisers in all fairness. 

MR. DOUGLAS: If I might point out to the gentleman from West- 
chester County, the advertisers this past year paid slightly over 50 per 
cent of the cost of the magazine and used about 40 per cent of the space 
in the magazine, so I believe the present policy of the business manager, 
Mr. Saxton, to charge what the traffic will bear for advertising, is gauged 
pretty nicely at our present rate, and I question very strongly the ques- 
tion of urging him to push the rate above what the traffic will bear. If 
we will consider the Treasurer’s report we will see that it is just less 
than half of the subscription. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON : You have brought out a very inter- 
esting point. 

[Off-the-record remarks were made at this time.] 

There was a call for the “question,” and inasmuch as an amendment 
to the by-laws requires a two-thirds vote of those present and voting, 
there was a call for a show of hands on the motion. The count indicated 
a vote of 40 in favor and 10 against and the amendment was declared 
adopted. 
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MR. SCHWARTZ: With the adoption of the Resolution, it also 
becomes necessary to change some other provisions in your By-Laws. 
You have a provision contained in Article in with regard to reinstate- 
ment of former members who had previously resigned or had been sus- 
pended for non-payment of dues. Permission for reinstatement would be 
granted upon payment of arrearages or a fee of $3, whichever is less. 
On the assumption that your dues may be more than $3, and also to cor- 
rect an inequity which has existed for sometime, the Committee respect- 
fully submits this proposed amendment to the By-Laws, that Article III 
Section 2 which reads: “Annual dues shall be payable to the General 
Secretary in advance on January 1st of each year. Any member who 
fails to pay his dues before March 1 in any year shall be liable to sus- 
pension, in which case his name shall be dropped from the membership 
rolls and removed from the mailing list. Any member suspended for non- 
payment of dues or who has resigned, may be reinstated upon payment 
of arrearages or a fee of $3, whichever is less, provided no charges are 
pending against him, and in such case, only if the charges are withdrawn 
or dismissed, “ be amended to read, “Annual dues shall be payable to the 
General Secretary in advance on January 1st of each year. Any member 
who fails to pay his dues before March 1 in any year shall be liable to 
suspension, in which case his name shall be dropped from the member- 
ship rolls and removed from the mailing list. Any member suspended for 
non-payment of dues or who has resigned, may be reinstated upon pay- 
ment of all arrearages due at the time of suspension or resignation, pro- 
viding no charges are pending against him, and in such case, only if the 
charges are withdrawn or dismissed.” 

For further clarification I call your attention to the fact that the 
only clause which is changed is that it “may be reinstated upon payment 
of arrearages or a fee of $3, whichever is less,” which will read “pay- 
ment of all arrearages due at the time of suspension or resignation.” 
The rest is the same. I move the adoption of this amendment. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Powills, and after some discussion it was 
carried unanimously. 

MR. SCHWARTZ; Our third Resolution is that Article IV Section 1 
of the By-Laws which now reads: “The elected officers of the Associ- 
ation shall be: President, First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, 
General Secretary, Treasurer, Librarian-Curator, and a Board of Five 
Governors” be amended to read as follows: “Article IV Section 1. The 
elected officers of the Association shall be: President, First Vice-Presi- 
dent, Second Vice-President, General Secretary, Treasurer, and a Board 
of Five Governors,” the only change being the deletion of the office of 
Librarian-Curator. 

This motion was seconded by Mr. Mason, and was carried. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: We propose the following amendment to the By- 
Laws, that Article IV Section 7 in its entirety be amended by deleting 
from Article IV Section 7 and adding it to Article 6 Section 5. Article 
IV Section 7 specifies the duties of the Librarian-Curator. The Article 
itself is entitled “Elected Officers — Duties.” If we have just decided the 
Librarian-Curator should be an appointed office, the duties should be 
added to Article VI which should be “Appointed Officers — Duties” and 
if carried by you that section in its entirety would then become Article 
VI Section 5. If anybody wishes I could read you the duties, but we are 
not changing them. 
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COL. MOSS: We are just transposing them like bookkeeping in that 
we have Article IV for Elected Officers and Article VI for Appointed 
Officers. Now we have made Librarian-Curator an appointed officer and 
so we take that paragraph away from his duties and put it with Ap- 
pointed Officers. 

BENJAMIN LOWENSTAM: It seems to me the amendment doesn’t 
make clear when the change is to take place — now or a year from now. 

^^CE PRESIDENT SHELDON : It takes place immediately upon the 
action of the convention and the adoption by the Executive Board. 

VICE PRESIDENT SHELDON: All in favor of changing Section 7 
of Article IV to its proper position as outlined, signify by raising your 
right hand. 

There was a showing of hands and the motion was carried unanimously. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: There is in Article IV a Section 8. We have just 
deleted Section 7. The next proposal is that the present Article IV Sec- 
tion 8 hereafter be designated as Article IV Section 7. There should be 
no discussion. 

This motion was carried. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: It is proposed that Article IV Section 7 as renum- 
bered, subdivisions (h) and (i) which now read: “Section 8 (h) “Ap- 
point a business manager and an editor of the official magazine and fix 
their compensation. If deemed advisable, both positions may be held by 
one person; (i) Fix the compensation of the General Secretary and 
Librarian-Curator’’ be amended to read as follows: “Article IV Section 7 
(h) Appoint a business manager and an editor of the official magazine 
and a Librarian-Curator and fix the compensation of each. If deemed 
advisable more than one position may be held by one person. 

Subdivision (i) Fix the compensation of the General Secretary.’’ 
Further, by adding a new power to the Board of Governors to be known 
as subdivision (k) which will read: “Fix the dues of regular members, 
associate members, junior members and life members.” In other words! 
we merely carry out the provisions so there will be no confusion. This 
will be the enabling power to carry into effect what you have already 
decided to do this morning. 

This motion was duly seconded by Mr. Powills, and was carried. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: On behalf of the committee and myself I thank 
you for your courtesy. 

[President Gettys resumed the Chair.] 

PRESIDENT GETTYS: We have one more item of business this 
morning, and that is a report of the Papers Committee. This is such a 
voluminous report Mike had to get help in bringing it in. I take pleasure 
in presenting Mike Powills. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PAPERS 

Your Committee on Papers is pleased to report the receipt of 48 papers, 
43 of which were received direct by the Committee and 5 which were mailed 
to Stuart Mosher. This list is appended to this, report. 

It is the opinion of your Committee that this record sets a new mark un- 
equalled in the history of the Association. This achievement is due not so 
much to the single efforts of any one group but rather to the splendid coop- 
eration both of the officers, district secretaries, local clubs and the membership 
at large. 
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Three impressive papers are particularly worthy of being called to your 
attention; namely, “Famous Personages Portrayed Upon Coins of Central 
America” by Courtney L. Coffing, “An Introduction to the Numismatics of Fin- 
land” by Roy Hill, and “Mormon Money” by Sheridan McGarry. They reflect 
a scholarly approach to a subject on which regrettably little has heretofore been 
available and will immeasurably stimulate an interest in these respective series. 

Apart from two form letters of which seventy-two were sent out to the 
Association’s District Secretaries, one hundred and twenty-eight 
and one hundred and seventy-nine to A.N.A. members who were of record ^ 
having contributed papers since 1938, a total of 122 letters were received fro 
officers. District Secretaries and the membership and 155 individual letters 
also written. The total sum of 656 pieces of mail was involved to achieve the 
goal of the 48 papers above-mentioned. 

In concluding this report your Committee would respectfully sugpst that 
a fixed but flexible date be established for the Committee on Papers call for 
future Convention articles. To this end it recommends that this proposal be 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions for such action as they may deem 


necessary.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION COMMITTEE 

MR. YEOMAN : Thank you, Mr. President, and members of ANA. I would 
like to give you a few words about the activities of our committee and a few 
suggestions. The principal achievement of this committee during the past 
fiscal year was the completion of the booklet “An Introduction to Coin Col- 
lecting.*’ The combined manuscripts prepared by Stuart Mosher, Damon G. 
Douglas. William L. Clark, Loyd B. Gettys, James J. Curto, Burton H. Saxton, 
Paul Pennington, Ted R. Hammer and R. S. Yeoman were submitted to the 
ANA Executive Board at the 1948 Convention at Buffalo. 

The Board granted approval for publication in The Numismatist in serial 
form. The articles were later reprinted into a 32-page booklet under the above 
title, having come off the press during the month of July 1948. Three thousand 
copies have been printed and have been turned over to the General Secretary’s 
office. 

This committee proposes that the Executive Board grant approval for dis- 
tribution as follows: 

1. That a quantity of these booklets be supplied on request to any district 
secretary for presentation to prospective members, the quantity so distpbuted 
to be regulated by good judgment and discretion, and 

2. That an adequate supply be delivered and charged to the Librarian’s 
office for sale to members at 25 cents per copy. 

The contributors to the booklet deserve the grateful thanks of all ANA 
members. The advice and assistance given by Lewis M. Reagan has made the 
work of the committee much simpler and more efficient. 

The Committee submits the following suggestion as a policy on reprinting 
of future ANA articles. 

Owing to the greatly increased costs of printing and materials, articles to 
be reprinted must have appeared in two or more issues of The Numismatist. 
No free copies will henceforth be granted to writers of articles. 
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Decision for reprinting any series of articles shall rest with the Editor of 
The Numismatist and the General Secretary, and the price per copy for sale 
through the Librarian’s office, will be established by them. 

No less than 400 copies of any series of articles shall be reprinted. 

The sale of reprints in the past has been gratifying, and has proven to be 
a self'liquidating project. Only increased costs have influenced this committee 
to recommend the limitations mentioned.

REPORT OF SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION COMMITTEE 

The committee appointed by the American Numismatic Association to 
work with the Smithsonian Institution concerning the preservation and dis- 
playing of coins was assured last year by Doctor Alexander Wetmore, secre- 
tary, that this project had a high priority on the agenda of the Institution. 
The committee has not met with the officials of the Smithsonian since July 
1947, but at this convention, we have had the honor and privilege of hearing 
personally from Lieutenant Mendel Peterson, associate curator of history, a 
report on the research done by the Institution along these lines during the 
past year. 

Lieutenant Peterson brought with him a small display of coins showing the 
results of several tests conducted at the Bureau of Standards for the removing 
of tarnish and the preservation of silver coins. After studying these coins, and 
thoroughly discussing the pros and cons of the various procedures, it was 
thought that, at this time, the best methods for the Smithsonian to use for 
the cleaning and preservation of silver coins would be as follows: 

A — Cleaning of Silver Coins 

1. Proofs. Use a sodium cynanide dip. The strength of the solution and 
length of time in the solution would depend upon the composition of the 
alloy. The Smithsonian has facilities for this. 

2. Uncirculated and others. * 

Clean by using pure sodium bicarbonate applied wet with the Angers. 
For stubborn spots, use a little vinegar or acetic acid. 

B — The Preservation 

At the present time, there is no universally accepted procedure for the 
preservation of silver coins once they have been cleaned and have a 
bright surface. We believe that the Smithsonian should experiment with 
the use of soda-lime in each display case. This will help to reduce the 
concentration of sulphur compounds in the atmosphere of the cases. 
Perhaps they will also conduct experiments with other materials and 
compounds. A solution to this problem would be of great benefit to 
numismatics in general. 

The Smithsonian Institution is desirous in making its numismatic collec- 
tion one in which we collectors will take much pride. It has done a consid- 
erable amount of research and made extensive studies on the cleaning and 
preservation of coins to accomplish this end. At present, the procedures out- 
lined above should give satisfactory results, but with the changing of time, 
perhaps better methods will be developed. It has been our pleasure to coop- 
erate with the Smithsonian Institution in this undertaking. We hope that this 
will be the beginning of a closer association between this Institution and the 
A.N.A.

THE ANNUAL DUES 

of the 

AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 

During this past year it has been my privilege to discuss with many 
of you the necessity for an increase in our annual dues. I wish it had 
been possible for me to talk over this matter with each of you. Since 
that was not feasible, here are the facts: 

As agreed upon at the Annual Convention in Boston, and approved 
unanimously by the Executive Board, our annual dues, commencing 
January 1, 1949, will be $5, or about $0.42 per month. 

In this issue of the magazine is our financial report for 1947-1948. 
You will note that in printing The ' Numismatist alone, our cost was 
$10,325 in excess of last year. Mailing envelopes for magazine of $525.50, 
a new cost item imposed by the post office department regulations. The 
increase in the cost of printing was due to the greatly enlarged sub- 
scription list, together with advance cost of paper, printing charges, 
and all work necessary to put out The Numismatist. Our costs per month 
for printing our magazine formerly were about $1,800 to $2,100. They 
now run about $2,880 per month for a magazine of 128 pages. This is 
a cost over which we have no control. 

Under general transactions (General Secretary’s office. Library, 
convention. Executive Board, National Coin Week, Medals and office 
expense — against membership dues) we had a net income of $3,660.57, 
with an overall net loss of $11,425.33, which amounts to $1.30 per 
member based on dues of only $3. 

Since 1945 our rate to advertisers has increased from $20 to $37.50 
per page. We cannot in all honesty and fairness ask for any further 
increase in advertising costs. The only way we can receive additional 
income from advertising is to sell more pages of copy. Net income 
would be small, however, by reason of increased cost of printing. 

The members must now assume their fair share of the load, and 
l am sure you will all be glad to do so. Our dues have not been increased 
since 1924. We cannot carry on at the old rate and thereby deplete our 
surplus. If we did our printing contract would be cancelled. For us to 
keep a printing arrangement, such as the size of ours, with an up-to- 
date, reliable printing company, we must maintain a substantial cash 
surplus. We now have a subscription list of about 10,000 — which is 
just double that of two years ago. It will be about 11,000 by January 
1, 1949, and, again up go our printing costs. It is estimated that our 
printing bill alone for the year 1948-1949 will be about $36,000. It is 
impossible for advertising alone to carry the load, as it did in years past. 

Furthermore, our executive officers must somehow be adequately 
compensated. To give you one example: Our General Secretary, in 
order to carry on the demands of his office, must work about 60 hours 
per week. At the close of the year, he had just about $700 from his 
salary left for his own use. The balance was expended for additional 
office help, A.N.A. publicity, and traveling expenses in the interest 
solely of the organization. 

Our Association can no longer continue to pay mere honorarium 
salaries and maintain its self-respect. We must have an adequately 
staffed and forward-looking operating office. 
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We have the finest numismatic magazine in this or any other 
country, one that you can be proud of. Our journal is a magazine 
unequalled for its excellent printing — interesting and informative 
numismatic articles, and worthwhile, attractive advertising. Above all, 
The Numismatist has honor and prestige in this country and overseas. 
We must and will keep it on this high plane, in order that our 
organization may continue to grow and increase its influence for our 
great hobby. You would not want it otherwise, and I am confident 
that your cooperation is assured.

During the early 1940’s when China was subjected to the domination of 
Japanese conquest a few Chinese engravers had the audacity and courage to 
include sly insults in the intricate lathework of puppet Central Reserve Banknotes 
which the Japs themselves circulated among the vast population. The stories soon 
became well known and the Japs lost considerable face for permitting such trickery 
to slip past unnoticed. All new notes as well as the engraved plates were destroyed 
at once, consequently the available number of notes is rather small and nearly all 
show signs of handling. (See the Numismatist Aug., 1948, pp 543-545.)

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DEPRESSION SCRIP OF LINCOLN PAPk^ MICHIGAN

City Scrip 

Lincoln Park, Michigan, is a city bordering on the southwest limits 
of Detroit. With a super highway running through it to almost down- 
town Detroit, it is rapidly becoming a favorite suburbanite community. 

Lincoln Park was originally in reality a park which was a popular 
picnic ground for early Detroiters. 

Council Point, located in Lincoln Park at a wide bend of the River 
Rouge, was the camping grounds of Chief Pontiac and his warriors 
during their sustained attack on Detroit at the time of the Pontiac 
conspiracy. 

Incorporated as a village on June 28, 1921, it grew rapidly to attain 
city status, April 6, 1925. Early in 1930 when the depression struck, 
Lincoln Park had some 26,000 taxable parcels on its tax rolls of which 
70% was vacant property. This condition quickly asserted itself, early 
in the depression, on the City’s income by becoming tax delinquent. 

To meet its obligations and necessary operating expenses, the City 
first resorted to issuing Tax Anticipation Bonds. While this worked for 
a time, the City finally resorted to scrip as the depression drew out. 

Four series of scrip notes were issued by the City. Series A in 1931 
was in the form of vouchers bearing 6% interest. City employees were 
paid approximately one-half of their wages in cash and the other half 
with these vouchers divided in denominations of 1, 5, 10, 20, and 25 
dollars. The amount and date were typed in and each note was signed 
by the mayor and city clerk. 



Series B, C and D in denominations of 1, 5, and 10 dollars followed, 
all with the printed date of June 15, 1934. 

In December of 1936, all of the outstanding scrip was called in by 
the administration and converted into Trust Certificates bearing a low 
interest rate. 

A refinancing program covering a period of ten years was set up 
to redeem the certificates and immediately put in force. 
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Through the capable and careful administration of officials and with 
citizen cooperation, the City of Lincoln Park is now on a firm financial 
foundation. The ten-year program is a thing of the past, having been 
completed in 1942, a span of only six years. 

The total amount of scrip issued in all series and denominations 
was approximately $150,000. There remains outstanding, not turned in 
for redemption the following: 

Series A - $3,239.31 
Series B — $2.00 
Series C — $35.00 
Series D — $38.00 

City officials are unable to account for the large amount of unre- 
deemed Series A. 

School District Scrip 

The issuance and redemption of Lincoln Park School District scrip 
followed a pattern similar to that of the City. Its experiences, problems 
and solution were the same. 



Their first issue, early in 1933, was similar to the Series A of the 
City, being in voucher form with date and amount typed in, bearing 5% 
interest and signed by the president and treasurer of the School Board. 
This series was numbered from 1-40, each payday being given a con- 
secutive series number. 
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In 1934, scrip notes in denominations of 1, 5, and 10 dollars were 
issued, also with series number, due date and date of issue typed in. 
The series number of these notes runs from 42-64, each payday being 
given a consecutive series number. 

A summary of the School District scrip is as follows:

Issue #64 Date of Issue 9/6/35

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation and thanks to

Probably the rarest and least known of the Canadian non-local series 
is the “Bon Pour Deux Sous” Token, of which, as far as the writer’s 
knowledge goes, not more than three are known on this continent, 
although others may form part of collections in England. It was first 
discovered here by P. O. Tremblay of Montreal, who found it in a lot of 
Conder tokens he had purchased at the Murdoch sale in England. 



The description of the token is as follows: 

Obverse: Laureate and draped bust of George III to right. The laurel 
wreath has ten leaves and is tied below with a ribbon having a double bow 
knot. The two ends of the ribbon hang straight down and touch the drapery. 
The drapery is gathered over the right shoulder and held by an oval rosette 
fastening. A small “H” appears on the truncation of the drapery at left. 
Legend around above: BON POUR DEUX SOUS; around below: “1812." 
Beaded border. 

Reverse: Female figure seated to left on a bale of goods. A pair of scales 
is suspended from her outstretched right hand, while her left arm supports a 
cornucopia filled with fruits and cereals. Showing at the top of the cornucopia 
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are an apple, three cherries, three ears of wheat, four leaves and two bunches 
of grapes. The bale of goods rests on a pile of cannonballs. A small upright 
“H” appears on the ground immediately to the right of the cannonballs. A 
small three masted ship appears in the distance at left. Legend around above: 
ONE PENNY TOKEN. Some of the letters are double cut. Beaded border. 
Edge: Diagonal milling between flutes. Size: 1 11/32 inches diameter. 

The coin was struck at the establishment of Thomas Halliday in 
Newhall Street, Birmingham, England, as it bears the signature of Mr. 
Halliday, being a small “H” on both sides. Probably only a few were 
struck to be used as samples with the hope of obtaining orders for a 
quantity from merchants in Montreal, who at the time were importing 
large numbers of copper tokens from England. One of the three coins 
known shows considerable wear, indicating that it, at least, had been in 
circulation for some time. 

The obverse is from the same die as one of the Canadian Bust and 
Commerce or Tiffin tokens, Breton 958, and Courteau’s variety No. 34 
(Numismatist Feb. 1934 page 101), with the oak wreath replaced by the 
French legend. The reverses of the two coins are identical. 

The token was certainly struck for Canada as this is the only British 
possession which, at that period, used tokens with the value shown in the 
French language. The Bust and Commerce or Tiffin tokens had a large 
unofficial circulation as currency in Canada during the early years of the 
nineteenth century and there is no doubt that this token, from the same 
dies, was meant for circulation here. 

The first record of the coin appears in the Catalogue of Sir George 
Chetwynd’s Provincial Coins/’ by Thomas Sharp in 1834, who described 
it under ‘‘Pennies circulated by individuals without being made payable 
by the parties who issued them.” It is shown on page 206 number 9. The 
edge here is shown as engrailed. 

The next recorded reference is in Batty’s Descriptive Catalogue of 
the Copper Coinage of Great Britain, Ireland, British Isles and Colonies 
in 1868, page 68 No. 941. He describes the edge as milled. Again under 
Canadian coins the same author shows it on page 1277 No. 1726A. Here 
he shows the date as 1813 but states that he had not seen the coin and 
says that his description is from Sharp. We are of the opinion that the 
date 1813 is in error and that all specimens are dated 1812. 

A third reference is contained in Atkins’ Coins of British Possessions 
and Colonies, 1889, under Canada, miscellaneous and doubtful. No. 195. 
He also shows the date as 1813 but this is probably copied from Batty. 

The fourth and last reference is in Courteau’s Canadian Bust and 
Commerce Tokens in The Numismatist, Feb. 1934, page 102 No. 36. 
This reference also contains an illustration of the coin. 

The three specimens known to the writer are as follows: 

1. P. O. Tremblay of Montreal purchased it in the Murdoch sale in 
1903. It was acquired by Ludger Gravel of Montreal in 1910, who in 
turn sold it to W. W. C. Wilson. L. A. Renaud purchased it in the Wilson 
sale of 1926 as part of lot No. 1160. He in turn sold it in 1939 to Alan 
Fargeon of Montreal, in whose cabinet it now lies. 

2. This specimen appeared in the collection of W. W. C. Wilson and 
was acquired by Wayte Raymond in the Wilson sale in 1926, lot No. 
421, which comprised 1091 pieces, mostly British nineteenth century 
tokens. L. A. Renaud purchased it from Mr. Raymond for Ludger Gravel 
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and it was again acquired by Mr. Renaud in the Gravel sale in 1935 in a 
lot of copper tokens for the Montreal Antiquarian and Numismatic 
Society. It now rests in the collection of that Society at the Chateau de 
Ramezay in Montreal. 

3. This specimen was purchased by Mr. Allen of Detroit in a coin 
shop in that city about the year 1920. Howard D. Gibbs of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
purchased it from Mr. Allen in 1931 and it now forms part of the collec- 
tion of that gentleman.

When paper money of an unusual denomination such as and 

121/20 chances to come before one’s view we cannot help but take 
notice of the fact. The average person probably has never seen such 
notes, as have most numismatists, unless they have had occasion to 
see or handle a large variety of obsolete paper money. Nevertheless, 
when a collection of 6140 and I21/20 notes is assembled, it is surprising 
to note the large number of such specimens there are and how wide- 
spread was the use of notes of the one bit and half bit denomination. 
Likewise, it is only natural that one should ask himself questions 
concerning the origin of such denominations so prevalent one hundred 
years ago but obsolete today except for the use of such expressions 
as “two bits” or “four bits.” 


Prior to 1800, one of the main circulating species of hard money 
in the colonies and early states was the Spanish dollar which came 
to us chiefly through our neighbors: Mexico and the Spanish colonies. 
Our dollar of 100 cents as we know it today did not receive official 
status until 1792. The Spanish dollar was equal to eight reals and was 
spoken of commonly as a piece of eight. Each real or eighth was the 
equivalent of 121/20 of American money. 

There were instances when, due to the absence of change, the 
piece of eight reals was cut into individual reals or eights by individuals 
and even by authority of the Government as in the West Indies. These 
fractions of the original dollar came to be called bits. In fact, the prac- 
tice of cutting currency to make change was common and was also 
practiced with paper money to the extent that banks and smaller 
governmental units protested and in some cases refused to redeem such 
notes. From the use of the term “bit” it is an easy step to the use of 
other terms as two bits, three bits, half bit, etc. There were other 
monetary terms that were synonymous, of which the shilling is an ex- 
ample, especially as used in New York where notes were issued in denom- 
inations of Ys and 1/16 of a dollar. North Carolina also issued notes of 
Vs and 1/16 of a dollar in 1776. However, the actual use of the terms 
“one bit” and “two bits,” etc., are found on only a few of the notes, of 
which the 121/2 0 note of the Mississippi Shipping Company is an instance. 

Because of the subdivision of the dollar into eighths, other unusual 
denominations appeared, of which the City of Detroit issues of 18% 0 and 
371/20, and the 871/2 0 of the Bank of Utica of September 1, 1815, are 
instances. 


Although originally the bit and half bit were coins or parts of coins, 
when there were shortages of coin in this country as during the War of 
1812, the Panic of 1837, and other similar events, paper money was 
issued as a substitute for hard money. Some business men even issued 
their own tokens in denominations of one bit. For example, a brass 
token “good for I21/20 in trade” at the Mesa, Mesa, Arizona; a nickel 
“I.O.U. 121/20” issued by Jim Brady & Co., San Antonio, Texas; a brass 
121/20 token issued by the Cosmopolitan Saloon, Diaz, Mexico, etc. 

A survey of a large collection of half bit and one bit notes issued in 
the United States reveals many interesting facts. 
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Among the issuers of such notes were banks, savings institutions, 
Savings Funds, boroughs, villages, cities, counties. States, merchants, 
turnpike companies, water companies, railroad companies, educational 
institutions, and various other organizations. 

The most common dates on the 614 ^ and 12' 2^ notes are 1837, 1838, 
and 1839. There are issues of the 1814’s and issues as late as the Civil 
War period; and although originally denominations peculiar to the 
Southwest, they were probably most prevalent m paper form in Penn- 
sylvania and other Eastern States. It is surprising to note the extent to 
which various municipalities issued notes of those denominations. A 
rough estimate of the total number of different issues by all issuers would 
place the number at about four hundred. 

Most of the notes are smaller in size than the then current State 
bank notes and average about 2V2 inches by 6 inches. There seemed to 
be no common procedure as to the printing of them. The Fairchance 
Iron Works in the 1850’s had sheets of notes consisting of just the 6V4C 
and 121/20 denominations on the sheet. Others printed a range of denom- 
inations on one sheet as in the instance of the Lancaster City Loan of 
June 18, 1841. Many of the notes are unlettered which probably indicates 
they were the only notes of that denomination of the original sheet. 

Many of the notes are attractively engraved and there are not as 
many typographical notes as one would expect. Among the more com- 
mon vignettes are Washington, Franklin, Henry Clay (as Mill Boy of the 
Slashes), eagles, dogs, farm scenes, coats of arms, and especially Spanish 
coins. The latter shows distinctly the relationship between the American 
use of the term and its origin. 

Some of the notes were interest bearing, of which the issues of the 
Franklin Institute are an example. Others were redeemable in various 
ways: some in postage at a post office of issue, some in goods or mer- 
chandise, some on demand or upon presentation of a certain sum of such 
notes.

Miscellaneous Convention Notes 

Your editor’s journey to the Con- 
vention actually began in Monterrey, 
Mexico, where we were enjoying a 
short vacation with Mrs. Mosher and 
our two children, Ricky 11 and Dere- 
dith 8.

There was one small group at the 
Convention to whom we owe our 
thanks if not our apologies.

Concerning U.S. Securities is the 
title of an extensive work by C. F. 
Childs of Chicago, nationally known 
as head of the C. F. Childs company, 
141 West Jackson Boulevard, Chicago. 
The book is a condensed review of 
the nation’s currency, public debt and 
the market for representative U.S. 
government loans, 1635-1945, with a 
chronology of government bond deal- 
ers. A copy has been donated to the 
library by Mr. Childs and the library 
number is C-65. 


Max Schwartz, New York attorney, 
long active in American Numismatic 
Association affairs and a library 
booster, has donated Money and Legal 
Tender in the United States. The 
book was written by H. R. Linder- 
man, director of the mint, in 1877. 
The coin collector will find much 
information here not obtainable else- 
where, from the opening chapter on 


bullion, mints and money to the final 
one on “Re-monetization of Silver 
Considered.” The library number is 
L-30. Mr. Schwartz also is the donor 
of Wyon's Memoirs (1837), a memoir 
of the life and works of William 
Wyon, late chief engraver of the 
royal mint. This work has much 
worthwhile information on coins and 
medals of several eras, including U.S. 
colonials, English medals and other 
British colonial numismatics. The 
library number of this book of 213 
pages is W-61.

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The 1948 A.N.A. Boston Convention 

While the 1948 A.N.A. Boston Con- 
vention is now long over it cannot, in 
the exact sense of the term, be con- 
sidered a “thing of the past.“ It will 
long linger in the memory of all those 
who were fortunate enough to attend 
and will remain as a permanent mile- 
stone in the growth of the A.N.A. 

The Boston Convention of 1948, and 
the Buffalo Convention of 1947, were 
vastly different affairs from the con- 
ventions of years gone by. If we 
might draw a parallelism, there is 
about the same difference in attend- 
ing a large university and a small 
college. In the old days everyone 
knew each other (or became ac- 
quainted long before the convention 
ended) and now-a-days we find five 
days altogether too brief to become 
acquainted with several hundred 
members, their wives, children, and 
friends.

Shattered Dies Once Common 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I am a fairly new collector so I 
would appreciate any help you or any 
fellow A.N.A. Members can give me 
in regard to the coin I am interested 
in. 

Recently I acquired a 1867 shield 
type nickel with rays. On the obverse 
of the coin I counted nine die-breaks. 
Finding no listing of that type coin 
with die-breaks, I inquired of several 
dealers in the city as to whether they 
were common or not. They (or rather 
several of the ones I contacted) told 
me that die-breaks in the early year 
coins were common, as the dies were 
used until they were ready to fall 
apart. None of them, however, had 
ever seen one with as many breaks. 

I would like to know what is the 
largest amount of die-breaks ever 
found on this particular date. 

The reverse of the coin was in per- 
fect condition.
